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Luckily after Cecil gave up the farm in Daniels, he was able to find work 
operating a ranch just north of Heber in a small community called London Spring, 
which was the site of the first farms in the Heber Valley. He worked for a rancher 
named Dean Clyde. Cecil’s responsibilities were much the same as his at the Jacob 
ranch. Dean Clyde owned sheep, horses, cattle, and 150 Shetland Ponies. He also 
owned a large white stallion, which jumped over the six-foot fence that surrounded the 
corral. Keeping the stallion contained was a constant challenge for Cecil. 


Cecil Wall worked for the Works Progress Administration (WPA) which 
build the Heber Library and many other projects beginning in 1939. 
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
